Local copter pilot 
hops from Anchorage

Cy Asta enjoys the best of two 
worlds. 
A Lompoc science teacher, he set 
down at the airport Monday after 
another summer season over the 
Alaskan 
tundra as a contractor 
helicopter pilot. 
And this time he'd hedgehopped 
all the way home from Anchorage in 
a 31 foot, four seat Bell chopper 
about the size of a Volkswagen. The 
trip saw landings on mountain tops 
and international airports, took him 
weaseling 
through 
the 
Rockies 
against 
buffeting headwinds and 
featured C-rations in the Yukon and 
eggs benedict at the San Francisco 
Hilton 
A 
former Air 
Force jet and 
chopper pilot. Asta lifted off in 
Anchorage August 20 after Aero 
H elicopter 
Co., 
his 
sum m er 
employer, decided to trade in their 
old 260 h p Bell 47 J2-A for a new jet 
model. But the closest Bell depot 
that would take the 47 is in Van 
Nuys. So Asta strapped himself in 
and combined it with his annual 
migration south 
One of the first apparent problems 
was the range of the wasplike 47 
which carries 47.5 gallons good for 
about a 160 miles. Many refueling 
points in Alaska are more than 300 
m iles apart. 
Asta solved this by packing away 
50 extra gallons setting down in the 
wilderness to refuel. 
“That 
was 
no 
problem", 
he 
recounts, “ You could land anyplace 
in this thing — find a river bed or a 
hill, anyplace that looks clean — 
land and put in the fuel.'’ 
But being hopelessly fogged in at 
several 
thousand 
feet 
could 
be 
annoying. 
“There s no radio navigation in 
this 
thing 
w h a te v e r /’ 
Asta 
reminisced. “ You have to be able to 
read a map and follow your time and 
distance. If you follow your heading 
and know your speed, there'll be 
some 
place, 
even 
if 
if s 
your 
destination, 
where 
you’ll 
finally 
arrive." 
What about tail or head winds in 
fog9 
“That'll change things. You kind 
of get a sixth sense if you’ve done 
this for thousands of hours 
It s 
something you can’t learn from a 
book.”

Tropical storm Gwen 
swings into Pacific 


LOS 
ANGELES 
(U PI)—Tropical 
storm 
Gwen, 
which 
had 
threatened earlier to strike Southern California an unusual blow, 
dithered off the coast today, apparently ready to swing away into the 
Pacific. 
Weather forecasters said the danger of flash floods in the Los 
Angeles area persisted however, because the storm ’s tentacles could 
trigger unquestionably heavy rains over the region. Rainfalls of an 
inch on the coast and 2-3 inches over mountain areas are possible, the 
Weather Bureau warned. 


High waves rolling outward from 
the storm center crashed onto 
beaches in the area, curling 15 to 20 feet high as they thundered 
ashore. 


The storm was last reported about 300 m iles southwest of San Diego 
and moving to the northwest at about 15 m iles per hour, packing winds 
at the center up to 55 mph. well below hurricane strength. 


Hurricanes and tropical storms rarely hit the California coast 
because in the northern hemisphere, the cyclonic storms, which draw 
their strength from the ocean, usually move toward the northwest 
over the long run, because of the motion and curvature of the earth. 


Tropical 
storms 
have 
struck 
the

area 
occasionally however. A jolt that hit on Sept.24, 1939, wrecked the 
Newport pier and killed more than 50 persons, most of those were 
caught on the water in small boats. 


The Coast Guard placed all its cutters on alert from Santa Barbara 
to San Diego, small craft warnings were hoisted from Point Dume to 
the border. 


On beaches south of Los Angeles, intrepid surfers turned out to ride 
the giant waves. But some pleasure swim m ers, overcome by the surf, 
had to be rescued by lifeguards. 


Lifeguards at Newport Beach moved all their mobile equipment out 
of the area.

The Democratic nominee said his 
visit with Johnson at the LBJ ranch 
last week was “one of the most 
treasured moments of my life...He 
inherited that war. He didn’t start 
it. 
He gave up his chance for 
reelection in an effort to end it." 


McGovern 
made

remarks 
after an appearance on the “Today" 
(NBC) 
show, 
during 
which 
he 
accused Nixon of running the war to 
suit his own election timetable. 


“There’s nothing we are going to 
accomplish there we couldn’t have 
four years ago," he said. “ .. What I

23 by Richard Spiegel, a 
Philadelphia 
rabbinical 
student. 
Spiegel, 22, said Tuesday 
in an interview that he met 


Soroko.

Remennik on a camping 
tour of the Soviet Union, 
which began Aug 7. 
In the letter to Nixon, the 
Soviet Jews said they had 
appealed twice to Nixon

May. Soroko. Melamed and 
Remennik said Nixon did

respond, 
but 
they 
claimed 
that 
Kissinger 
raised

The 
term 
“ feran 
animals" has crept into 
proceedings of the County 
Planning Commission. 


An 
attorney 
on 
the 
commission, 
Richard 
M. 
Clare, of Santa Maria, has 
raised a fine legal point 
concerning feral animals, 
which Webster’s says are 
“ undomesticated’’ 
and 
therefore 
“ Wild 
and 
savage" animals. 


He was referring to exotic 
and other animals being 
lodged 
at 
the 
Derby’s 
animal complex just off 
U.S. 101 south of Buellton. 


The county planners have 
allowed the Derbys to store 
and maintain their animals 
— a number of which are 
television 
commercial 
performers and hardly wild 
and savage — on a large 
ranch 
property 
with 
agricultural zoning. 
Clare’s question — and 
the county counsel’s office 
will do some research on it 
— is whether it is possible to 
allow 
storage 
and 
maintenance of feral and-or 
other 
undomesticated 
animals on agriculturally 
zoned lands. 
The Derbys moved their 
animals 
to 
the 
ranch 
property after a dispute 
with 
Andersen’s 
animal 
park 
owners, 
who 
subsequently 
brought 
in 
another 
batch of exotic 
animals and set up " Africa­ 
ns. A.” on the Andersen 
complex in the town of 
Buellton. 
Thus, Buellton, known for 
years as the auto service 
center 
of 
California 
(Highways 
101 
and 
246 
bisect it), now seems to 
have acquired the unofficial 
title 
of 
“ Feral 
Animal 
Capital of the World. " 
Commissioner G. Norman 
Bacon, 
who 
has 
raised 
questions 
about 
use 
of 
trailers on the property, 
said he felt that donations or 
fees received to help care 
for the animals was a 
violation 
of 
the 
county 
zoning laws. 
“ Donations to tax-exempt 
funds 
to 
support 
the 
“ Orphans 
of 
the 
Wild" 
could be a subterfuge,” he 
claimed. “ Neighbors of the 
area are concerned about 
the operation.” 
The Derbys, nationally 
known 
as 
wild 
animal 
trainers, have a bus on the 
property, 
and 
convey 
animals to San Diego for 
show 
purposes, 
the 
commission was told 
“ It seems to me this is an 
industry,” 
commented 
Clare. 
So far, Bacom has aimed 
shafts at the operation, 
claiming 
he 
is relaying 
complaints 
from 
area 
residents, but the county 
and 
the 
Derbys 
have 
received no complaints. 
What does the Buellton 
community think? 
“ It 
doesn’t 
care 
too 
much,” said Commissioner 
Boyd 
Bettencourt, 
Santa 
Ynez Valley Representative 
on the commission “ The 
Derby animals are across 
the 
river 
from 
the 
community.” 
Actually, 
“ Africa- 
U.S.A.” has caused more of 
a flap than the peaceful 
Derby 
operation, 
commission records show. 
On several occasions, motel 
owners in Buellton have 
protested about noises of 
big-game 
animals 
disturbing their guests at 
the motels.

The emergency situation 
developed when the oxidant 
level reached 0.5 parts per 
million parts of air for about 
30 minutes on Aug. 22. 


E P A 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r 
William D Ruckelshaus has 
ruled that “ significant harm 
levels” are 0.4 ppm for four 
hours, 0.6 ppm for two hours 
and 0 7 ppm for one hour. 


“When we found it had 
gotten up to .5 we got very, 
very worried and we started 
making up a contingency 
plan for what to do to shut 
down Los Angeles if we had 
to,” one EPA official said. 


Part of the problem, De 
Falco said,was that there is 
so far no emergency plan in 
existence, either on a state 
level or on a federal one, on 
what to do when smog 
approaches 
“ significant 
harm levels.” 


“ We expect a state plan to 
be submitted by the end of 
the year,” De Falco said, 
“ but in the interim, so we 
c a n 
r e s p o n d 
to 


e me rgenc ie s, 
we 
are 
developing a standby plan. " 
Among the emergency ac­ 
tions discussed last week, 
De Falco said, were the 
banning 
of 
the 
sale 
of 
gasoline, partially shutting 
down airports* and asking 
major employers to request 
that 
their employes not 
drive to work. 
He 
s a i d 
o f f i c i a l s 
considered asking the court 
to bar traffic from freeways 
but agreed 
it would be 
impossible to get a court 
action to do that. 
The federal Clean Air Act 
empowers the EPA to bring 
suit

restrain any person causing

contributing

alleged pollution to stop the 
emission of air pollutants. 
William Garetz, chairman 
of an EPA task force set up 
to develop an emergency 
plan, said the EPA has set 
Sept. 15 as the deadline to 
complete a “crash plan

concentrating on controlling 
motor vehicle emissions, 
Garetz said, including a 
windshield sticker program 
which could allow vehicles 
in car pools to stay on the 
road while keeping others 
off.

banning all nonemergency

Earlier this year Buscetta 
surfaced, via the mob s in­ 
ternational underground, in 
Montevideo.

On a recent visit to the 
southernmost 
Italian prov­ 
inces where the Mafia’s hold 
is exceedingly strong. I dis­

who had to settle for the silver 
medal four years ago in Mexico 
City, fired two world records today 
to give the United States the gold 
medal in small bore rifle, three 
positions, in the Olympic Games.

Mark Spitz of Carmichael, Kalif., 
who already has won three gold 
medals, qualified easily in the m en’s 
100-meter butterfly swim as several 
American swimmers gained places 
in finals 
Spitz a 22-year-old dental student 
from Carmichael. Calif., Tuesday 
won his third gold medal and set his 
third world record in two days. This 
one was in the 200-meter freestyle in 
1:52.8, toppling his old mark of 
1:53.5. 
He called it a milestone 
“ With my victory Tuesday I have 
broken 31 world records,” he said.

% ULM, WEST GERMANY, Aug 
24 
Nothing like a little excitem ent 
just as you sit down to write. About 
ten minutes ago there was a loud 
crash outside our hotel here. It 
seems two m otorists tried to go 
through the intersection, under the 
blinking yellow, at the sam e time. 
They met somewhere in the middle 
of the intersection. One of them is 
now a bluntnose VW and the other 
a concave Renault. 
No injuries 
to the drivers. If only I had Duffy 
(Record photographer I along, the 
Record would have had a scoop. 
The reason I report the above is 
that throughout our travels so far, 
this is the first accident we’ve seen. 
What seems so incredible to me is 
that the way people driver here we 
should have seen several accidents 
every day, as well as being involved 
in some. At times the highways in 
Europe are absolutely terrifying. 
But back to my thoughts before 
the accident. We left Innsbruck 
Wednesday morning headed west 
for Switzerland 
We crossed the 
Arlberg Pass, which is beautiful but 
a hard climb and descent, before 
noon, 
On the western side we stopped 
for lunch in Bluden, Austria, I’ve 
come to the conclusion that the best 
food in Europe is found in the 
smaller 
towns at out-of-the-way 
restaurants 


We proceeded to the Principality 
of Liechtenstein, which is a lovely 
Alpine Valley. Our plans to tour the 
castle there were thwarted when we 
learned 
that 
the 
Baron 
von 
Liechtenstein family lives there. So 
we took some pictures and sent a 
few post cards, which would be of 
interest 
to 
philatelists 
(stam p 
collectors). 
Postage stamps are 
apparently 
the 
country’s 
main 
source of revenue. 
From there it was an easy drive 
past the Walensee and Zurichsee, a 
pair of lakes, to Zurich at the height 
of the rush hour. We decided to park 
and go on foot to the railroad 
station, for hotel reservations. We 
must be getting better at this, 
because it took only ten minutes, 
well maybe 20, to get there. 
Alter securing a room tor the 
evening we returned to our car and 
headed for the hotel. It looked like 
an easy trip on the map We got lost,

'I'm no junkie', 
rages Patera

Patera wants two things. 
One is a gold medal. 
The other is to get his 
hands on the guy he feels is 
“trying to make me out to 
be some kind of junkie.” 
There are any number of 
ways to land in the hospital. 
Getting Ken Patera mad is 
the quick way. 
He’s got a short fuse to 
start with, and when you 
throw in that 58-inch chest, 
45-inch waist and those 21 Vi- 
inch biceps of his, you have 
to be a bit short in the 
mental department to go 
ahead and kick sand in his 
face. 
Someone apparently has 
and Patera says he’s going 
to make sunflower seeds out 
of the guy the next time he 
sees him. 
He can do it, too. 


“ Wait’ll I get my hands on 
this idiot,” 
said Patera, 
opening a news conference 
in 
somewhat 
unorthodox 
fashion 
here 
Wednesday. 
“He wrote a story saying 
I’m taking steroids and am 
looking for some kind of 
drug out of a bottle to make 
me super strong. He tried to 
make me out to be some 
kind of junkie or something. 
He doesn’t know whatinhell 
he’s talking about. The only 
thing that makes people 
strong 
is 
hard, 
back­ 
breaking work. He thinks 
you get it out of a bottle. I 
don’t take steroids and I 
don’t take amphetamines. I 
took steroids briefly over a 
year ago and I quit. They 
made me sick ” 
S o m e 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
athletes have been known to 
take steroids in conjunction 
with 
a 
w e ig h t l i f t i n g 
program, the idea being to 
help them gain weight and 
strength at the same time. 
Patera is an amateur of 
course. 
He 
goes 
332 
pounds. 
That’s what he weighs, not 
what he lifts, and he s in the 
super heavy-weight class on 
the 
U.S. 
weight-lifting 
team. 


Up to now Patera’s best 
total lift in competition has 
been 1,395 pounds, which 
isn’t quite as good as the 
1,422 
hoisted 
by 
Vasily 
Alexeev, 
the 
Russian 
record-holder who is the 
favorite here. 
Alexeev 
is 
favored 
by 
everyone except Patera. 
When you ask the 28-year- 
old Portland, Ore., super 
heavy what his chances are 
of beating the Russian, he 
barely lets you finish the 
question. 


“Fantastic,” 
he comes 
right back. 
Why? 
“Because I ve broken all 
his 
records 
a 
thousand 
times in practice. ITI be 
very disappointed if I don’t 
beat him. If I win the gold 
medal I’m IO times the 
athlete 
as 
any 
Russian. 
They’ve been training for 
years and years. I’ve been 
competing only four years. 
L o ok , 
I ’m 
a 
g r e a t 
competitor. The Russians 
are all professionals. I’m 
not. I’m an amateur. I don’t 
have a coach or a trainer. 
The Russians are subsidized 
bv their government. I have 
to travel all over the United 
States on my own funds 
which 
are limited. 
Very 
limited.” 
Som ething 
else 
bugs 
Patera, too. 
"A 
lotta 
people 
think 
weightlifters 
are 
muscle 
bound,” he says. “Go over 
to the training hall, you’ll 
see weightlifters are just as 
flexible 
as 
gym nasts. 
People think weightlifters 
don’t 
need 
endurance. 
They’re nuts. It’s the most 
d e m a n d i n g 
f o r m 
of 
competition there is. You 
have to be fast, too. I’m not 
one of those guys who gets 
up, 
poses 
and 
looks 
at 
himself in the mirror every 
day. I’m a competitor, and a 
damn good one. When I was 
at Brigham Young I threw 
the shot 65 feet, IIM* inches. 
I also high jumped 6 feet, 
and stuffed baskets at 270 
pounds. So I wasn’t just out 
there taking up room.” 
Patera, as you can see, 
says what he thinks, but the 
one thing he doesn’t say is 
h e ’d 
l i k e 
to 
turn 
professional wrestler after 
these Olympics. He will, but 
he doesn't say so because 
the Olympic fathers would 
come down on his neck for 
e v e n 
t a l k i n g 
professionalism while he’s 
still an amateur. 
One more thing, Patera 
doesn’t bother hiding his 
feelings about the ouster of 
Rhodesia. 
He thinks the 
whole thing is tied in with 
politics and he's right, of 
course. 
“The Olympics is a big 
political 
joke,” 
he says. 
“Everybody’s 
threatening 
to boycott and protect. I’m 
of 
C z e c h o s l o v a k i a n 
ancestry. Where do I go to 
protest? It’s a joke, a aman 
joke that’s all it is.” Ken 
Patera suddenly felt better. 


He had gotten a few things 
off his chest, and with a 
chest like his, that’s a pretty 
good day’s work.

And. of course, the Rhode­ 
sians pointed to their inte­

They did not point to their 
Olympic field hockey team, 
nor to their shooting, diving, 
swimming, y a c h t i n g and 
archery teams, which are all 
white. They did not point to 
these teams for the same 
reason Americans do not use 
similarly esoteric sports as 
symbols of an egalitarian so­ 
ciety. If you make $82 a 
month in a copper mine, as 
does Black Rhodesian sprint­ 
er Artwell Mandaza, 
how 
could you afford a yacht, 
even if they gerrymandered 
the rules to allow a black in­ 
to the starch-stiff yacht clubs 
in the first place9 


And the white Rhodesians 
point not at the discrimina­ 
tion against 
the majority 
blacks in housing, voting, 
schools, employment, 
gov­ 
ernmental positions. 
And yet one wonders if 
the Olympics, and not the 
United Nations, is the proper 
arena for s t a r t i n g World 
War III? 
“We are small nations. We 
have no bomb. So where else 
and how else can we get any­ 
one to hear our plea against 
racism except here?” asked 
Bisi Lawrence, a delegate to 
the Nigerian Olympic Com­ 
mittee. 
Which really has nothing 
to do with the “Olympic 
ideals” 
of 
pure 
amateur 
sport, no politics, of individ­ 
uals, not nations. 
Of which the Ethiopeans 
are a shining example, al­ 


most. ‘‘The government pays 
us,” said Desta Girma, Ethi­ 
opian track and field man­ 
ager 
while 
waiting 
word 
from his country’s political 
leaders on whether to boy­ 
cott the Olympics. “ When 
they say something, we say 
nothing.” 


Of which the Americans 
are another bright example, 
almost, with their lip-read­ 
ing career college boys who 
must fumble through their 
under-the-table payments to 
get their ID cards in order 
to remember their names. 


And 
include 
the 
hulking 
American weight men who 
pop illegal 
bulk-increasing 
steroids down their throats 
the way Roman emperors 
popped grapes. 


And observe the sterling 
Russian and Pole and East 
German athletes who are al­ 
so fervent patriots serving 
in 
the 
military 
and 
who 
spend most waking moments 
in pursuit of glorious medals, 
ranging in narrow texture 
from bronze to silver to gold. 


So much for the Olympic 
ideals of nonprofessionalism, 
nonnationalism. 


Go now to the charges by 
the black-ruled African na­ 
tions of a dastardly Rhodes­ 
ian government 


While 
these 
blacks 
are 
self-righteously at it, they 
may also refuse to boot a 
ball against the British, who 
are painting Northern Ire­ 
land red, the Americans who 
are in the business of de­

LOS ANGELES— i NEA I— 
M artin Stone is a man you 
catch on the run 
It could 
be while he’s out playing his 
daily hour of tennis in the 
morning. Or while he's jog­ 
ging a couple of miles. Or 
maybe bicycling through the 
w i n e country of northern 
California 
He is 43, looks 33 and in 
between all the physical ac­ 
tivity he juggles a fulltime 
career as the 
operational 
head of an aggressive south­ 
ern California conglom erate 
called Monogram Industries 
and total com m itm ent as a 
social activist. 
Just to keep busy, Marty 
Stone is mulling the idea of 
running for governor of Cal­ 
ifornia in 1974 on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
“ I have to m ake up my 
mind by June of 1973,” he 
says, “ if I plan to run, I’ve 
done all I have to do. 
I 
know enough of the key peo­ 
ple in the state that I have 
to know to put an organiza­ 
tion together. I know a lot of 


them through the p e a c e 
m ovem ent.” 
The politicization of M ar­ 
tin Stone began a short half 
dozen years ago. 
“ All I ever wanted to be,” 
he says, “ was a sports w rit­ 
er or a pro baseball player. 
When I went to UCLA, Frank 
M a n k i e w i c z 
(now 
Sen. 
George 
M cGovern’s 
cam ­ 
paign coordinator) was the 
sports editor. Then my fa­ 
ther told me I had to go to 
law school. He didn’t think 
it was appropriate for me to 
play baseball. So I went to 
law' school. In those days, 
when your father said you 
went to law school, you went. 


“ My parents had always 
been poor and I had this 
great sense of a need for 
economic security. F r o m 
1951 until 1965, I n e v e r 
thought of anything else.” 


He went to work, out of 
college, as a law yer for a 
corporation 
w h i c h 
h a d 
bought a lot of sm all com ­ 
panies. “ Why don’t you let 
me run one?” asked Stone. 
T hat was M onogram. Even­ 
tually he built it into a con­ 
glom erate with sales of $150 
million annually, even tak-

“ Yeah, but I’d like you to 
be my cam paign chairm an,” 
said Schlei. 


“ Me? Why me? I don’t 
know anything about poli­ 
tics.” 
“ Well, you’ve run a suc­ 
cessful business. Maybe you 
can run a successful politi­ 
cal cam paign. Besides, I ve 
asked everyone else and no 
one will do it.” 
“ With that flattering re­ 
quest," said Stone, “ I’ll do 
it.” 
Schlei lost by half a mil­ 
lion votes, dragged down by 
the gubernatorial loss of Fat 
Brown to Ronald Reagan by 
a million votes. 
“ That got me a little in­ 
terested,” recalls Stone. “ I 
began feeling the Vietnam 
war was ruining the country. 
Then Norb had me appointed 
to the Dem ocratic state cen­ 
tral com m ittee.” 


At a m eeting in San Diego, 
the m a i n speaker didn’t 
show. Stone was asked to fill 
in. He got up and m ade a 
speech condem ning the com ­ 
m ittee as hypocritical for en­ 
dorsing President L y n d o n 
Johnson’s Vietnam policies, 
“ for putting party ahead of 
country.” 
* 


“ The reaction was wild,” 
recalls Stone. “ Half got up 
and cheered. H a l f booed. 
Then people began calling 
from around the country to 
help round up a candidate to 
knock off Johnson I agreed 
to be chairm an of the E u ­ 
gene M cCarthy drive and 
th a t’s how I really got in­ 
volved in politics.” 


He worked in Ohio, New 
York, 
Tennessee, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania and Alaska for various 
candidates and learned how 
to organize a cam paign 
In 
Los Angeles the past three 
years he has been head of 
the U rban Coalition. He was 
an early Muskie backer for 
the presidential nom ination 
but finds George McGovern 
his kind of m an, too, and has 
raised money and g i v e n 
parties for him. Politics has 
grabbed him. 
“ I never held elective of­ 
fice,” says Stone. “ I never 
ran for office in school and 
didn’t care much for the 
kids who did 
“If I do it at this stage of 
my life, the reason is I’ve 
been deeply involved with a 
lot of problem s—urban prob- 
1 e m s particularly. It’s a 
challenge, and up to now 
I’ve desperately sought new 
challenges.” 
There are also negative 
considerations. 
“ On the other hand,” he 
reflects, “ I’ve always lived 
a very private kind of life. 
I never back away from say­ 
ing anything I feel like say­ 
ing I don’t like kissing any­ 
body’s re a r end to get his 
support or vote. I don’t like 
cocktail parties or l a r g e 
gatherings. I like to pick my 
friends. It’s not easy to give 
up.”

QUEMOY - (NEA) - Not 
many of the 140,000 inhabi­ 
tants of this tight, tiny Chi­ 
nese island have ever read 
George Orwell’s novel about 
the totalitarian future.

If they realized 
how closely they resem bled 
the Orwellian robots of to­ 
morrow, if they knew how 
near their society is to the 
structures of 1984, it would 
do them no good anyway. 
The people here live like 
creatures in a zoo. But won­ 
dering why is not popular. 
Because on Quemoy, indeed, 
ignorance is strength. 


The citizens do not com ­ 
plain each m orning when 
they are rousted from sleep 
by the 6 a m. propaganda 
broadcasts. Nor do they ob­ 
ject at night when they are 
sent back to bed to observe 
the IO p.m. curfew. Even 
when the entire population 
(m ilitia) is assem bled in the 
streets, outfitted with guns 
and gas m asks, for the pur­ 
pose of hating the enem y, 
nobody protests.

The settlem ent on Quemoy 
Island did not start out this 
way. On the contrary, the 
modern society began, 23 
years ago, with all the best 
intentions, as a sort of brave 
little 
frontier 
of 
liberty. 
When Communist forces cap­ 
tured 
m ainland 
China 
in 
1949, some two million refu­ 
gees 
(called 
Nationalists) 
fled to a num ber of islands 
in the Form osa Straits. A 


provisional capital was es­ 
tablished 
on 
Taiwan, 
the 
largest island, 90 miles east 
of the m ainland. And m ili­ 
tary defenses were also set 
up on some of the sm aller, 
closer land areas. Because 
of its irritating proxim ity to 
Communist territory (a few 
thousand 
m eters) 
Quemoy 
Island (the Chinese call it 
Kinmen) becam e one of the 
most famous, m ost fantastic 
front lines of the Cold War. 


Communist forces vowed 
to sm ash Quemoy. National­ 
ist defenders prom ised to 
hold the ground. And the 
world watched the fascinat­ 
ing standoff for m ore than a 
decade. Seven thousand Red 
prisoners were captured dur­ 
ing one battle in late 1949. 
Airplane flights were fre­ 
quent during the early 1950s. 
And in 1960, on the occasion 
of Dwight Eisenhow er’s visit 
to Taiwan, Communist gun­ 
ners 
fired, 
by 
Nationalist 
reckoning, the m ost intensive 
artillery barrage in the his­ 
tory of w ar—a reported 174,- 
754 
shells 
which 
in 
two 


withering days killed an esti­ 
m ated 28 civilians. 


For most of the e a r l y 
years, the world tended to 


side with the Quemoy de­ 
fenders. The islanders were, 
after all, outnum bered about 
7,000 to one. Besides, observ­ 
ers felt that having lost all 
of China 
the 
Nationalists 
were entitled to a few scrub 
islets. The United States ex­ 
tended the largest hand of 
sym pathy 
and 
friendship, 
contributing nearly $4 billion 
in m ilitary and economic aid 
to Taiwan through 1965. 


N aturally, Quemoy, as T ai­ 
wan itself, began to prosper. 
Some 14 million trees were 
planted on the island to turn 
desert 
scrub into tropical 
vegetation. Bunkers were ex­ 
tended to create an under­ 
ground fortress (some 1,000 
workers toiled for six months 
just to carve one subter­ 
ranean theater from inside a 
m ountain). Tough rules and 
regulations 
(nobody is al­ 
lowed to w ear long hair) 
were established by succes­ 
sive m ilitary governors to 
prom ote common g o a l s 
among Quemoy’s 80,000 m ili­ 
tary and 31,000 civilians. And 
in tim e the island was m ade 
both lovely and lethal. 
But somewhere along the 
way, the island was also 
made something else, som e­ 
thing terrible. As the Cold 
War thawed, as new world 
realities eclipsed old world 
rigidities, and as the N ation­ 
alist Chinese refused to ac­ 
cept 
the 
r e a l i g n m e n t , 
Quemoy ceased to be a brave 
little frontier of liberty and 
becam e instead, a stubborn, 
scary, m ilitaristic com m u­ 
nity in which, like 1984, War 
is Peace. 
“ Ah, there they are,” says 
an arm y officer looking at 


Today Quemoy island is 
little else than an incredible 
sandbox model of “The War 
With The Communists” that 
most leaders still insist is 
inevitable. (The official Na­ 
tionalist policy, as President 
Chiang 
Kai-shek 
says 
re­ 
peatedly, is to “overthrow 
the totalitarianism , despotic 
regim e of the Chinese Com­ 
m unists” .) Q u e m o y ’ s 175 
square kilometers of land 
have been dug out. covered 
over, fenced off, reinforced 
and repopulated according to 
23 years of some of the most 
hard-headed m o n o t o n o u s 
strategic 
planning 
of 
the 
century. The place is noth­ 
ing short of a mock-up of 
Armageddon. It’s like a mon­ 
ument built to the first man 
to ever decorate a pillbox 
The guns gleam with fresh 
paint, if not use; the walls 
of the caves are never dusty; 
one gets the impression that 
every tree leaf is present and 
accounted for 


“ When it com es,” says the 
arm y o f f i c e r , “ this whole 
island will light up with our 
guns. The earth will part, 
the fields will open and all 
the invaders will die.” 


Combat, the talk of com ­ 
bat, and in some cases even 
the hope of com bat, is the 
way of life here now. E very­ 
thing else, including free­ 
dom, is subordinated to the 
goals of m ilitary trium ph 
Service personnel spend up 
to a year’s duty here (with­ 
out families) repeating the 
dreary war drills. And the 
luckless civilians are in it for 
the duration. “ All our civil­ 
ians,” 
says 
a 
Nationalist 
colonel, “ are soldiers as well. 
We give them guns and show 
them how to use them. Sever­ 
al tim es a year we call up 
the militia for retraining. Ev­ 


erybody above the age of 
15 is expected to join with 
the regular forces and fight 
to the death when the tim e 
com es." 
The “ tim e” , of c o u r s e , 
may never come. Quemoy’s 
23-year war with the m ain­ 
land, though severe at first, 
has since been diluted to 
m ere mockery. Red forces 
have not attem pted to invade 
Quemoy for alm ost a decade. 
No planes have attacked for 
about as long. And since 1960 
both sides have adhered to 
a queer agreem ent which 
restricts the artillery “ w ar” 
to odd - num bered d a y s . 
W hat’s more, even the shells 
that are fired (on, say, Mon­ 
day, Wednesday and Friday 
of the week) are not explo­ 
sive. “They fire leaflets at 


us,” says one islander, “ and 
we fire leaflets at them. No­ 
body gets killed any m ore.” 
But though nobody 
gets 
killed today on this play-war 
island, there remains an ob­ 
jectional form of human suf- 
iering just the same. The 
Nationalists refuse to relax 
their 
military 
guard, 
and

ian population, the National­

The 
leaders 
follow the Orwellian fantasy; 
Freedom is Slavery. And the 
population has accepted the 
figment as truth 
From birth, Quemoy is­ 
landers live under hard (but 
not necessarily harsh) con­ 
trol. School children must 
wear crew cuts, must dress 
in 
a 
semi-uniform, 
must 
pass every course, must a t­ 
tend m ilitary class, must re­ 
spect all teachers, and must 
not date until the late teens. 
Later on, as adults, the is­ 
landers are not allowed to be 
unemployed, not a l l o w e d 
multiple political parties, not 
allowed to vote for national 
leaders (Taiwan has never 
held a national election) and. 
as an example of khaki m or­ 
ality, not allowed to litter— 
every 
day 
the 
islanders 
sweep the streets and the 
roads, even the gravel walk­ 
ways of everything including 
pine needles and leaves. 


The austerity is not totally 
oppressive. 
And, 
in 
fact, 
m ilitary occupation has bene­ 
fitted Quemoy in many ways. 
The place today is perhaps 
the most organized carefully 
planned, orderly (“ We have 
a jail but nobody is ever in 
it” ) and advanced island of 
its size in the world. Illiter­ 
acy is being wiped out, hos­ 
pitals are excellent, land re ­ 
form is complete. “ I rem em ­ 
ber when I cam e here in 
1950,” says an arm y spokes­ 
man, “everybody was hun­ 
gry 
and 
ragged 
Today? 
Look around. Poverty is al­ 
most illegal now. No. You 
won't find many of them 
complaining about t h e i r 
life.” 


No. To be sure. You won t 
find many of them com plain­ 
ing here. They do what they 
are told. They obey without 
question. For nearly a quar­ 
ter of a century the people 
of Quemoy have never known 
a day without 18 hours of 
loudspeaker p r o p a g a n d a , 
they have 
never 
spent a 
night on the town after the 
IO p.m. curfew, they have 
never seen their land w ith­ 
out soldiers, never visited 
their beaches for the mines, 
never had the right to give 
peace a chance. Yet. You 
won’t find many of them 
complaining. 
It’s always 1984 here

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Ecological garden by 
Theodosia Davis 


Fair, fragrant Freesia flower 


Seems to me there should 
be a place for everything, as 
the saying goes. And it 
seems to me that my garden 
is not the place for deer. A 
doe and her spotted fawn 
are not beautiful any longer 
as they amble away from a 
munched off row of summer 
savory’ that I was just about 
to gather for drying 
When there is so much 
talk about pollution and 
declining species it is good 
news that our American 
deer are thriving but not at 
the expense of my garden, 
please. 
A 
walk 
through 
any 
wooded section, even on the 
edge of a city, is more 
pleasant when graceful deer 
leap through the bushes 
near the path As summer 
progresses the dry grasses 
are not palatable and a 
water shortage develops in 
the 
high 
hills. 
Those 
beautiful wild rascals move 
quietly 
into 
suburban 
gardens at night. Beware 
especially on nights of the 
full moon. 


They have definite food 
preferences for the finest 
flowers, prize roses, tender 
garden pea vines or the tips 
of young shrubs or trees, 
even potato plants. Then it s 
time to prohibit the invasion 
of our property. 
High 
deer 
fences 
are 
unattractive and expensive 
but a six-foot fence will 
usually keep deer out. The 


choicest 
roses 
and 
chrysanthemums should be 
planted inside the walled 
garden for they bloom their 
finest in the fall when there 
is an extreme shortage of 
the deer’s natural food 
Noise and odor repellants 
are 
not 
particularly 
pleasant 
in 
the 
home 
garden 
Commercial 
repellants are available but 
spraying 
must 
be 
done 
often; 
always 
after 
sprinkling and usually after 
a 
strong 
wind 
Perhaps 
because of their instincts 
deer are frightened away 
from lion manure but lion 
owners are not selling any. 
The 
most 
successful 
repellant is powdered blood 
meal. Some gardeners put it 
in small sacks made from 
old nylon stockings. The 
sacks 
are 
hung 
from 
branches 
in 
the 
most 
vulnerable 
places 
The 
surest way is to springkle 
the meal generously and 
directly 
onto 
the 
damp 
leaves. The odor is not too 
disagreeable and eventually 
the garden benefits from the 
fertilizer. 
Home gardeners living 
near deer habitat can take 
advantage of the fact that 
there are plants that deer 
actually dislike. Tall hedges 
to serve as barriers can 
discourage invaders from 
the planted areas. 
A grouping of several 
thorny holly trees will allow 
for the added benefit of the 


essential male and female 
trees to produce a crop 
of 
Christmas 
berries. 
Several 6f the acacias are 
equipped 
with 
thorns 
enough 
to 
discourage 
trespassers. 
Easy-to-grow 
oleanders make attractive 
tall hedges and will not be 
bothered by deer: They are 
poisonous. 
So many deer resistant 
plants are to be found that a 
proper selection can be a 
good landscape plan 
Tall 
background trees are firs, 
dracaena 
palms, 
cassia, 
smoke trees, bottle brush 
and buddleia 
Flower plantings dislked 
by deer are the following: 
african daisy, marguerite, 
forget-me-not, 
hollyhock, 
Shasta 
daisy, 
scabiosa, 
fuchsia, 
cornflower, 
and 
larkspur 
Safe vines to cover walls 
and fences may be clematis, 
jessamine, 
English 
ivy, 
honeysuckle 
or 
trumpet 
vine Fearless border plants 
are 
rosemary, 
dwarf 
marigold, ice plant, and 
lobelia. 
Some 
vegetables 
are 
relatively 
safe 
such 
as 
carrots, beets and lettuce. 
But you can grow food 
plants too sophisticated for 
deer 
Try 
artichokes, 
persimmons, 
figs, 
olives 
and rhubarb. Observation 
and research will give a 
long list of a variety of 
plants which can prevent 
deer from making pesty 
enemies of themselves. 
Plants change scenery 


If 
you 
look 
on 
your 
container 
plants 
as 
beautiful, portable props, 
your garden can never be 
dull No matter what the 
season, there are always 
colorful plants in bloom; 
and movable pots, tubs and 
other containers create the 
opportunity to feature them 
in prominent locations. 
Right now. for instance, 
you 
can 
enjoy 
brilliant 
orange and yellow blooms 
from Marigolds — and have 
sensational 
bloom 
throughout 
the 
rest 
of 
summer. The dwarf and 
mtermediate-size Marigolds 
are colorful choices in any 
kind 
of 
container 
for 
brightening-up sunny spots 
Nurseries will have larger 
sizes 
of 
these 
popular 
annuals available 
These, 
already 
in 
bloom, 
will 
create immediate beauty to 
enjoy. 


Other summer-flowering 
annuals such as Zinnias, 
Periwinkle, Lobelia, Salvia 
and Fibrous Begonias — 
individually 
or 
planted 
together in combination — 
are lovely in containers and 
keep the color parade going 
until 
frost, 
advises 
the 
California 
Association of 
Nurserymen. 


Y ello w 
and 
white 
Marguerites, blue Felicia 
and 
Geraniums 
are 
unfailing sources of color 
for the California gardener. 
They bloom profusely in 
containers. 


Evergreen shrubs can be 
the backbone of a container 
plant collection, just as they 
are in the landscape Once 
you start using Azaleas, 
Camellias. Junipers, Dwarf 
Citrus. Boxwood. Privet, or 
Bamboo 
in 
portable 
containers, you'll find many 


new 
possibilities 
for 
changing the scenery as you 
wish 
Trees 
such 
as 
Pines, 
Japanese Maple, Carolina 
Cherry 
or 
Flowering 
Crabapple or Peach, offer 
interesting 
form 
and 
picturesque pattern. These 
grow well in containers and 
offer additional decorative 
opportunities. 
When 
planting 
in 
containers, use a porous soil 
to 
enhance 
drainage. 
Nurseries offer potting soils 
and planter mixes which 
will help create a proper 
planting 
medium 
for 
container growing. Water 
and feed plants more often 
than if they were in the 
ground They’ll reward you 
with close-up color and 
interest all year — and 
“ instant 
landscaping” 
wherever you need it the 
most. 


Plant early for winter colors 


Color for Christmas is 
on Iv 
a 
dream 
with 
gardeners in most of the 
United States In California, 
however, it s a dream come 
true Not merely color from 
shrubs 
and 
traditional 
potted 
plants 
for 
the 
Holidays, 
but 
a 
real 
carnival of color that comes 
from annuals — color which 
no greenhouse in a colder 
climate can imitate 
If a neighborhood lacks 
Yuletide color, its because 
the individual homeowners 


failed to act soon enough (or 
not at all » to achieve it 
‘Soon 
enough’’ 
means 
right now in most coastal 
California 
gardens 
— 
certainly in the next few 
weeks. The availability of 
winter-blooming 
annuals 
will depend upon where you 
live in the Golden State. In 
the hot. interior valleys it 
may be late September or 
early October 
The best 
approach is to check with 
your 
local 
nursery 
to 
determine 
the 
expected 


arrival date Then, check-in 
every few days to make 
sure 
the 
annuals 
are 
available — and then set-out 
the plants right away. 
The 
C a lifo rn ia 
Association of Nurserymen 
re-emphasizes that to enjoy 
early color in the winter 
garden, the annuals must be 
planted early. Getting the 
plants set out early will 
assure continuous color into 
summer of 1973 
Planting 
priority 
right 
now should be given Wanter 
Sweet Peas They should go 
in right away if you wish to 
cut bouquets during the 
Holiday Season Have your 
nurseryman outline planting 
procedures if in doubt. 
Now is a good time to 
prepare planting areas for 
winter-blooming 
annuals. 
Dig-in manure or organic 
materials into the soil to 
improve it and to enhance 
drainage. 
Or, 
you 
can 
incorporate a ready-to-use 
planter mix in the flower 
beds as you set-out the 
plants This combination of 
organic materials provides 
a happy environment for the 
sturdy development of the 
young transplants

and 
Cinerarias are another pair 
of delightful performers for 
cool season color 


Fragrant and fair is the 
Freesia A native of South 
Africa, where it grows from 
a 
corm-bulb-like 
in 
appearance, but actually a 
fleshy underground stem — 
and blooms fragrantly in 
white and several pastel and 
warm colors 
Nurseries are beginning 
to 
offer 
Freesias 
this 
month, and if you would 
enjoy the beauty of the 
tubular flowers, now is the 
time to set-out the corms in 
the garden. They can be 
S 
lanted 
from 
now 
until 
ovember, but the earlier 
the better. Those planted 
now should be in bloom in 
approximately four months. 


To enjoy a succession of 
color, 
stagger 
your 
plantings — put-in a dozen 
corms, or more, every few 
weeks. This will extend the 
blooming season. 
Place 
Freesia 
corms 
about three inches apart and 
three inches deep In sandy 
soils, 
slightly 
deeper 
plantings will be necessary. 
Use the short end of the 
triangular-shaped 
Freesia 
corm as its base and provide 
good 
drainage. 
Your 
nurserym an 
can 
recommend a planter mix 
to use to enhance drainage 
in the soil. 
During the 
winter months plant the 
corms in full sun and supply 
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generous amounts of water 
and bulb food for extra- 
large flowers, advises the 
California 
Association of 
Nurserymen 
Its a good 
idea to incorporate a bulb 
food in the soil bed when you 
plant the corms; divide the 
clumps when they become 
crowded, 
if 
you 
wish 
Freesias will naturalize in 
the 
garden, 
however, 
producing more and more 
flowers each year. 
The old-fashioned white 
Freesia may be famous for 
its fragrance, but the hybrid 
varieties are noted for their 
delightfully-scented 
large­ 
sized blooms which come in 
shades 
of 
rose, 
red, 
lavender, mauve, purple, 
yellow, gold, bronze and 
orange 
Nurseries 
have 
separate colors available, 
as well as mixtures. 
Use Freesias in borders 
with 
other 
flowering 
subjects, 
mass them as 
effective 
accents 
— 
at 
random 
throughout 
the 
garden — or showcase their 
beauty in containers. The 
flowers are fine for cutting, 
and 
use 
in 
indoor 
arrangements.

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State wines come of age 


ST. HELENA, C a l i f . - 
(NEA)—A major crisis had 
arisen at the Robert Mon­ 
davi Winery just off High­ 
way 29, in a pseudo-mona­ 
stery edifice which snuggles 
on the valley floor among 
ripening vineyards. 
Michael Mondavi, who is 
young and effusive, wanted 
to age the Gamay Rose 
species of their wine in mod­ 
ern steel, temperature-con­ 
trolled vats. His father, Rob­ 
ert, equally effusive, wanted 
to put it into oak barrels for 
the final aging process. 
The argument raged for 
months. 


“ I felt,” explains Michael, 
“ a rose should not go into 
oak. It’s a light, fruity and 
delicate wine. 
“ He said it needs com­ 
plexity which the oak would 
give it, that it would be too 
simple if not in oak.” 
How was this critical con­ 
troversy resolved? 


“ He was right,” shrugs 
Michael. “ It now ages in 
oak.” 


Such are the issues which 
the 
m ystique of wine 
arouses. 


In California, it is big busi­ 
ness. The state produces 
three-quarters of all the wine 
in America and grosses one- 
billion dollars on the sale of 
250-million gallons of the 
fermented grape. 
The 
cultural 
center 
of 
wine, American style, is in 
this picturesque Napa Val­ 
ley setting, a 28-mile long 
shelf, from three to five 
miles wide, running north­ 
ward from San Pablo bay to 
Calistoga. It has been ro­ 
manticized in musical com­ 
edy (“ Most Happy Fella” ). 


To the Mondavis, more 
titan money is at stake. 
They’re looking for prestige. 
Their winery, in operation 
only since 1966, is a small 
one. It specializes in only 
nine varietal wines (those 
that are made with specific 
grapes). 


“ We’re just a flea on the 
back of the elephant,” says 
young, college-trained Mon­ 
davi. His winery produces 
70,000 cases a year. A big op­ 
erator, such as Italian Swiss 
Colony, produces five mil­ 
lion cases annually. 


“ But somebody’s going to 
be the Romanee-Conti of 
California,” insists Michael. 
And he and his father are 
determined to be it, the 
American version of the 
famed F r e n c h burgundy 
house. They figure it’ll take 
IO vears before oenophiles 
(wine-lovers) accept the fact 
that California can produce 
wines equal to the best of 
France, 


“ Our ’68 cabernet sau- 
vignon will match up to their 
best right now,” claims Mi­ 
chael. “ But not in price. We 
sell it for about what they 
have to pay in taxes.” 


For comparison purposes, 
the Mondavis even go out 
and buy $80 bottles of the 
best French wines so they 
can know they’re on the 
right track. They have an 
intricately equipped labora­ 
tory and the most modern 
equipment in the world, but 
when it comes to the final 
product the old mystique 
takes over. 
“ We make wine through 
the palate and the nose, not 
the lab,” says Michael. 
“ You can’t measure 
the 
body, bouquet and fullness of 
a wine in the lab.” 


In the fanatic pursuit to 
do it just right, they even 
insist on different oaks for 
different folks. A certain 
wine is aged in oak casks 
from Yugoslav forests, an­ 
other from the Limousin 
forest in France, a third 
from the Black Forest in 
Bavaria. The Johannisberg 
Riesling is restricted to Ger­ 
man-made barrels. 
There’s not enough wine 
made to go around. They 
sell out everything in six 
months. 
The start of the wine-mak­ 
ing in September begins with 
a traditional rite. A Mondavi 
family friend named Bob 
Wood owns three acres near­ 
by which produce eight tons 
of grapes. Carmelite fathers 
come down from a mona­ 
stery tucked in the hills to 
deliver a blessing. Wood and 
his city friends go out and 
pick the grapes; their wom­ 
en squeeze them and tromp 
them with their bare feet. 
Then. better business prac­ 
tices take over. 
Up the valley, just outside 
St. Helena, Ernie and Ginnie 
Van Asperen cultivate 210 
acres with varietal grapes— 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Pinot 
Noir, Gamay, Johannisberg 
Riesling, C hardonnay, 
Beaujolais. 


Ernie is just getting into 
grape-growing. 
He bought 
his hillside spread, called 
Gamay Acres, four years 
ago. On a knoll overlooking 
the Napa Valley to a moun­ 
tain range eastward, the Van 
Asperens live in a modern 
air-conditioned ranch home 
with 
adjoining 
swimming 
pool. 


Ernie supplies 300 tons of 
grapes to various vintners in 
the area (altogether, there 
are more than 200 wineries 
in California). He doesn’t 
have to do it for a living. 
Ernie owns a chain of 51 
liquor stores—if you want to 
do some fast figuring, each 
liquor license is worth $35,- 
000—and two restaurants in 
fashionable Tiburon. But he 
wanted country living. 


“ I could have wound up 
with an alfalfa ranch,” he 
says, “ or—here. Four years 
ago, I knew nothing about 
wine. 
Now 
I 
bring 
my 
friends over and bore them 
with it. I’m hooked on it. 


It’s like going to church. 


“ I work in the fields 12 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, and love it.” 
And he makes it pay. He 
concentrates 
on 
premium 
wines (those that sell for 
mere than $2.50 a fifth). 
“ Look at this report from 
Sacramento,” he points out. 
“ The premium wines are the 
fastest growing segment of 
the California wine industry. 
They account for 12 per cent 
of the state’s shipment of 
wines.” 
The bulk of the wine in­ 
dustry, 
however, 
is 
still 
aimed at the less discerning 
palates. The Gallo brothers 
in the San Joaquin valley 
run the biggest winery op­ 
eration in the United States, 
supplying 30 per cent of the 
market. Italian Swiss Cql- 
ony, spread out over nine 
wine-producing p lan ts in 
northern California, accounts 
for 22 per cent of the sales, 
from cheap flavored fruit 


wines to selective vintage 
products. 


“ We’re in competition,” 
says Bob Del Sarto, the plant 
manager at Asti, Calif., “ to 
get out on the shelves.” 


The Asti winery is the 
showcase for Italian Swiss 
Colony. Just off the Red­ 
wood Highway running south 
from Oregon to San Fran­ 
cisco,. it is a magnet for 
300,000 visitors who drop in 
annually for free sampling. 
Here is where the adver­ 
tising campaign 
featuring 
the Little Old Winemaker of 
TV notoriety was launched a 
dozen years ago. The com­ 
mercials were filmed in the 
cool, damp wine cellars 
which are 91 years old and 
permeated by the dank smell 
of the grape. 


Lou Pellegrini, a veteran 
wine-maker at Asti, explains 
the snob appeal of French 
wines: 
“ American 
people 
are very conscious of price. 
They know what our domes­ 
tic wine costs by the bottle. 
They don’t want to go in a 
restaurant and feel they’re 
being taken. They have no 
idea of the over-the-counter 
price of the import.” 


Dom Perignon, the fine 
French champagne, goes for 
$35 a bottle. Pellegrini points 
to a shelf in the tasting 
room. 
“ That’s 
Blanc 
de 
Blancs Lejon,” he says. “ It 
sells for $3.49, one-tenth as 
much. I defy you to tell the 
difference.” 


Furthermore, the huge 
casks in the canyon-like Ital­ 
ian Swiss Colony cellars, 
each big enough to fill a 
swimming pool, are all made 
of redwood, that hardy Cali­ 
fornia lumber resistant to 
rot. Apparently they aren’t 
that much concerned with 
the “ complexity” imparted 
by the oaken barrel hewed 
from the forests of Yugo­ 
slavia.

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— Suppose you are seriously 
injured in a fall or suffer a 
heart 
attack 
today 
in 
California. 
If you are one of the lucky 
ones, you will suffer your 
injury or heart attack in an 
area where the local fire 
department 
has 
Mobile 
Intensive 
Care 
Units 
manned 
by 
paramedics 
specially trained to bring 
you 
hospital-like 
care 
immediately at the scene of 
an emergency. 


Paramedics act quickly to 
give victim’s life sustaining 
care which can include, 
under radioed authorization 
from 
a 
doctor, 
administration 
of 
drugs, 
intravenous fluids, cardiac 
defibrillation 
and 
other 
services. 
Those men, no matter 
how efficient and caring 
they may be, can render 
only. first aid as you and I 
know 
it. 
They 
can 
administer 
resuscitation 
and they may have oxygen 
with them, they can splint a 
leg or apply a bandage and 
pressure to stop bleeding, 
they can deliver a normal 
baby 
But they can use none of 
the sophisticated techniques 
or 
equipment

Those groups recommend

Roger Plaisted, director 
of safety programs for the 
Los Angeles chapters of the 
American 
Red 
Cross, 
agrees, saying he “ heartily 
concurs” that Red Cross 
training is insufficient for 
ambulance 
and 
rescue 
squad personnel. 
Although 
training 
of 
firemen paramedics can be 
expected to become more 
common in the future as 
more cities train firemen to 
man Mobile Intensive Care 
Units, the question of better

Money for better training 
could also be forthcoming if

Development Act of 1972” , 
it 
would 
authorize 
$750,000,000 
in 
federal 
matching grants over the

equipment in all phases of 
emergency

personnel. 
In talking about his bill 
recently, Cranston noted, 
“ About 95 percent of the

of 
Surgeons, and five percent 
of them have no training 
whatever.”

should be kept out and we did not

policies regarding police stories. 
Presently, for example, we cannot 
print

We are not printing misdemeanor 
narcotic offenses anymore.

President 
vulnerable 
Nixon 
clearly 
feels 
on the economy and 
related issues in this campaign. 
Acceptance speeches are supposed 
to be lofty, but he used his as his 
first big opportunity to attack Sen. 
George McGovern on the domestic 
front. 
You 
could 
argue 
that 
the 
President’s comm ents in this field 
had at least something of an upbeat 
tone, since he spoke positively about 
providing 
more jobs 
at higher 
wages, cutting inflation, promoting 
industrial growth rates, easing the 
hated property tax. 
Yet 
all 
this 
was 
basically 
defensive. Nixon knows that his 
White 
House 
years 
have 
been 
m arred by voter discontent over 
high prices, spiraling taxes, too few 
jobs to m eet the national need 
Moreover, he moved quickly away 
from these em barrassm ents to the 
assault on McGovern 
Pro b ab l y 
the 
t a c t i c 
was 
irresistible. The President and his 
aides think the 1972 Democratic 
nominee was sent to them by little 
angels. They think McGovern is 
even 
more vulnerable than the 
President on the economic side 
The unspoken lines in Nixon’s 
speech to the Republican convention 
were these: 
“ You voters may not be all that 
satisfied with what we have done 
with the economy and taxes. You 
may want changes here, above all. 
But McGovern isn’t your man He 
isn t credible in this field ” 
The words the President did utter 
were bent in that direction: 
“Their (McGovern’s) proposal to 
pay 
$1,000 to every 
person 
in 
America insulted the intelligence of 
the American v o ters... 
“The American people are not 
going to be taken in by a scheme 
where government gives money 
with one hand and takes it away 
with the other . . . 


“Today Americans pay one-third 
of their income in taxes. If their 
programs were enacted, Americans 
would have to pay over one-half of 
their income in taxes. This means 
that American wage earners would 
be 
worki ng 
m o re 
for 
the 
government than they would for 
them selves.” 
This, of course, is pure scare stuff, 
designed to alarm Americans where 
many already are feeling hurt the 
most 
— 
in 
their 
tax 
bills. 
Furtherm ore, it is pretty filmy 
conjecture McGovern has scrapped 
some 
of 
his 
earlier 
proposals 
Nobody knows what the new ones 
will suggest, or how much they will 
cost. 


Nevertheless, the President has a 
crucial advantage, and he is moving 
to exploit it. McGovern’s proposals 
for a $1,000 income grant per person 
per year, and for tax reform, have 
struck countless voters as hastily 
and badly conceived things. His 
credibility in this field was in 
serious jeopardy, even before Nixon 
said a word. 
McGovern thinks he is fighting the 
idea planted by adversaries and

radical That is true, but only in 
part He is also battling the notion 
that they are thoughtless, and his 
often amazingly casual confession 
of their flaws seems to confirm it.
